spondence exchanged before the rupture 
with the vatican, recent instructions from 
Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal .secre- 
tary of state, a mass of letters from pre- 
lates all over the world, and letters in the 
handwriting of delegates of the right 
party. The socialists leaders assert that 
the selzed documents even prove the ex- 
_istence’of a conspiracy.

The vatican authorities characterize 
the action of the French government in 
having Monsignor Montagnini, the. ex- 
pelled paipal secretary of the nunciature 
at ‘Paris. accompanied: by the police as 


| being an “odious act, showing a desire 


to inflic® humiliation on those who, be- 
cause of their weakness, cannot retal- 
iate,”’ 
Papal Forces Mobilized. ' 
It is much regretted in vatican circles 
that, contrary to the propositions | 0 
some of the cardinals, the assistant papal 
secretary of state was not sent to Paris 
after the rupture of diplomatic relations 
betweeh the vatican and France, as in 
view of his Francophile attitude under 
the late Pape Leo he was the only per- 
son capable of reaching an understand- 
sng with the French government. It is 
believed even now that notwithstanding 
the gravity of the situation France would 
not find ft difficult to conciliate the vati- 
can if negotiations on the subject were 
opened. In the meanwhile all the vati- 
can forces have been mobilized to take 
part in the campaign. Even Father 
Werenz, the general of the Jesuits, has 
joined the belligerents. 
The latest ingtructions sent to the 
French clergy are in substance that they 
are to look on the situation from it; 
worst possible aspect and organize pri- 
ate religious services. Thousands of tel- 
egrams, it is announced here, have been 
sent from Freemasons, anti-clericals, re- 
publican and liberal clubs ang politicians 
to the French premier, M. Clemenceau, 
and M. Briand, congratulating them on 
their energetic attitude toward the vat- 
ican and clericalism. On the other hand, 
tre vatican authorities have received 
thousands of telegrams'of sympathy and 
encouragement from bishops, Catholic 
clubs and prominent Catholics, Italians 
and foreigners, condemning the action of 
the French government.

WARSHIPS BUILT 
IN. NAVY YARUS 


Washington, December 12.—The Ability 
of government navy yards to turn out 
warships equal in all respects to those 
built under contract in the opinion of 


Rear Admiral W. L. Capps, chief of the. 


bureau of construction of the navy, in 
his annual report, has been fully dem- 
onstrated. He urges that at least one 
yard on the Pacific coast and one on 
the Atlantic, when practicable, should be 
given a reasonable proportion of new con-~- 
struction work, i norder that such yards 
may always be available for any work 
the government may desire to undertake 
therein. 

In this connection @eference is made to 
the battleships Louisiana and Connecti- 
eut, the latter constructed in the New 
York navy yard, Admiral Capps remark- 
ing that at the tifnme of the delivery of 
the Connecticut the annual condition of 
work on the vessel was practically identi- 
cal with the Louisiana, so far as con- 
cerned all matters unconnected with ar- 
mor and armament, 


_ Cost is Less by Contract. 

Admiral Capps admits the oft-repeated 
charge that it costs less to build a War- 
ship iby contract by reason of the shorter 
hours of labor, paid holidays, vacations, 
ets., granted to mavy yard employees, 
but believes, nevertheless, that the g0Vv- 
ernment should be always prepared to 
turn out its own ships in times or emer- 
gency The lack of suitable docking fa- 
cilities at Norfolk and Mare island is 
commented upon as being especially em- 
parrassing. 

He recommends the building of an ad- 
ditional dry dock, capable of docking the 
largest vessels, dt. both the Norfolk and 
Pensacola navy yards, and that provi- 
sion should be made for enlarging and 
rebuilding dry dock No. 3 at the New 
York navy yard. The development of 
the Norfolk navy yard to meet the re- 
quirements of a fleet as regards construc- 
tion and repair is recommended for spe- 
cial consideration. 

The appointment of a special board to 
consider matters relating to the person- 
nel of the corps of navy constructors, 
the report says, is in contemplation.

Obliteration of State Lines. 

“The end is not yet.- The process that 
interweaves the life and action of the 
people in every section of our country 
with the people in every other section 
continues and will continue with increas. 
ing force and effect: we are urging for- 
ward in a development of business and 
social life which tends more and mors 
to obliteration of state lines, and the 
decrease of state power as compared 
with national power; the relations of

“If any state is maintaing laws whith 
afford opportunity and authority for 
practices condemned by the public sense 
of the whole country, or laws which 
through the operation of our modern sys- 
tem of communications and business are 
injurious to the interests of the whole 
country, that state is violating the con- 
ditions upon which wlone can its power 
be preserved. 
“If any state is maintaining laws which

of child labor shocking the sense of 
mankind; if any state maintains laws of

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BACON FORCES — 
RIDER TO TREATY 


Algeciras Convention Rati- 
fied With an Explana- 
tion of Reselution. 


Washington, D: C., December 12.— 
The senate in executive session. today 
ratified the general act by the dele- 
gates of the powers as presented at 
the conference, which met at Algeciras, 
Spain, in April last, to draft a treaty 
concerning Moroccan affairs. Opposi- 
tion .by the democrats compelled the 
adoption of a resolution disclaiming 
responsibility for the participation of 
the United States in the program ar- 
ranged by the conference as to the 
future of Morocco. 

Over this resolution there was an 
extended argument which was started 
by a suggestion from Chairman Cul- 
lom, of.the foreign relations commit- 
tee, that the disclaimor be divorced 
from the resolution on ratification. 
Democratic senators declared this 
would weaken its effect and in a 
measure defeat the purpose of the 
resolution. 

Senators Spooner and Lodge sup- 
ported the position taken by Senator 
Cullom, while Senator Foraker joined 
the democratic forces. 

Senator Bacon was the author of 
the idea that the United States sheuld 
not take responsibility for the treaty, 
basing his arguments on the fact. that 
the United States denies to European 
powers the right .to mingle in affairs 
of the western hemisphere and that 
therefore, the United States should not 
be willing to mingle in the political af- 
fairs of the eastern hemisphere. He 
spoke at length in support of his post- 
tion.

There is undoubtedly room for improvement, and much of it, in the 
Georgia system, and we believe it is rather “all along the line,” as Judge 
Kontz puts it in his conclusion, than attributable to any one particular part 
of the system or “link in the chain,” as the tenor of his card would imply. 

We might call attention to the recent spectacle of a judge in our own 
| midst finding it necessary to reprove somewhat severely a jury responsible 
for an apparent miscarriage of justice. Reference to the daily news column 
will reveal numerous instances of sjmilar disregard of law and facts on the 
part of juries, though not so often, we are pleased to say, by our courts. 

It is, indeed, not so much a question of the system in the case of juries, 


| as the method of administering it. Local public sentiment is allowed to play | 


too important a part, and it is a well-known fact that conviction in cases 
of lawless mob violence are practically impossible. 

As to the Rawlings case, the specific instance referred to in the card 
of Judge Kontz, we have already clearly stated our attitude. There can be 
no doubt that the demands of justice were well satisfied in the execution of 


the community itself, which bore the expense of the trial, concedes that, as 
is evidenced by the appeal of 500 citizens of Lowndes county, including those 
of foremost standing, for commutation to life imprisonment for the boys. 
And we are of the opinion stil] that it should remain life imprisonment 
without mitigation, in the absence of proof of innocence. 

The prison commission, we believe, has conscientiously and earnestly 
It may have made some 
mistakes. What tribunal has not? But on the whole it seems to have per- 
formed that duty carefully and well. Until some more effective, more per- 
fect system is devised, we shall continue to hold the view that it is im- 
portant, even indispensable. 

With local color and local sentiment to contend with, which are uni- 
versally recognized as too frequent causes of the miscarriage of justice, would 
not the local pardoning board, as suggested by Judge Kontz, tend to increase 
the very: evil we are now trying to remedy?

THE HARRIS COUNTY FEUD. 


The Constitution, through a veteran member of its staff, has acquainted 
the people of Georgia with the connecting chapters of one of the most re- 
markable series of crimes enacted in the history of the state. 

During the past eight months five of the most prominent citizens of 
Harris county have met death at the hands of the impromptu duelist or 
the assassin. Crime calling for positiye legal punishment was morally estab- 
-lished in all cases. Yet the sum total of the law’s retribution has been one 
incarceration, ended in an hour by the prisoner breaking jail under mysteri- 
ous circumstances; two trials for homicide, with an acquittal in each case, 
and several suspects now under bond for appearance at the next court 
session. | 
These killings bear all the earmarks of the feuds that once came out 
of Kentucky, startling and shocking the entire nation. 

Taking its rise in a personal encounter between two well-known and 
widely respected citizens ten years ago, this county war has evolved all 
the brood of implacable hatreds, of recklessness of life, of utter forgetfulness 
of law, of the shedding of innocent blood to’ appease the horrible vindictive- 
ness of human passions, of the demoralization.of.a community’s welfare and 
tranquil status—such as can only characterize those deplorable periods when

administer vengeance according to the murderous primal instinct. 

The Constitution is not overstating the case. The situation reached a 
‘climax the other day with the mysterious and utterly. unprovoked assassina- 
tion-of Charles H. Brooks, one of the most substantial citizens of Chipley. 
A remote and unbiased connection with the participants in the feud is the 
slender basis upon which rests the excuse for his undoing. 

So serious a view does the governor take of the situation that he has 
offered $500 reward—the largest sum Offered in a samilar case by the state 
for many years—for the apprehension of the assassin. Still, the reward 
goes begging. 

So helpless and bewildered_are the best people of the section over the 
utter failure to secure convictions, and the radical breakdown of the law, 
that they have appealed to the governor for special measures to bring relief 
to their afflicted community. 

This is a plain statement of the case. For its own sake and the good 
name of Georgia, Harris county should institute and push to completion an 
investigation which will clear up the dark phases of this sinister affair.

With but two or three exceptions, the 
weather which Atlanta has been enjoy- 
ing during the past two months has been 
exceptional even for the Gate City, which 
has a record in this respect which is un- 
equaled by any other American city. 
Wihile Director J. B. Marbury, of the At- 
lanta weather bureau, stated yesterday 
that this was of course due to the kind- 
ly Providence which controls the ele- 
ments, he stated that it could also be 
accounted for in a way. 

“IT have noticed for the past few 
years,’ said Mr. Marbury, ‘“‘that when 
during the early fall seaso~ ¥he low ba- 
rometers followed by the —~.gh barome- 
ters on their way eastward to the At- 
lantic coast take the northward track or 
course, that very often these pressures 
continue to follow the same course with 
few exceptions during the season. Of 
course this is not always true, for the 
weather is not an exact science and 
never will be.

Louisville, Ky., December i2,—The 
Uni ed States commission on pure food 
concluded its hearings this afternoon 
ang left for Frankfort, Ky. J. A. Wathen, 
of Louisville, Ky., an employee of the 
Kentucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
Company, was given a hearing during the 
day. 

Mr. Wathem said he- wanted the com- 
mis fon to understand that he was not 
appearing on behalf of the whisky trust, 
Dut that he was giving his personal views 
on the distflation of whisky. 

He said that aillcohol has a decided 
character, while the commodity known 
as spirits has no character at all, par- 
taking of the grain from which it is pro- 
duced. The neutral spirit, he said, has 
no smell or flavor, but is just what its 
mame indicates. 

Asked if neutral spirits are ever put 
into charred barrels, or called whisky, 
Mr. Watien said:

This is an extract from the decision of 
Judge A. L. Sanborn, of the United 
States district court, which was handed 
down in the case of the Allis Chambers 
Company against the Iron Molders’ 
Union of Milwaukee. 

It is probably one of the first opinions 
where a conspiracy might be sanctioned 
as lawful. The opinion says: 

‘‘The right of working men to combine 
in trade unions in order to secure the 
economic advancement of their members 
is also unquestioned, and such unions 
are generally regarded as beneficial insti- 
tutions in bettering the conditions of la- 
bor and the relations between employer 
and employees. Whether a threat to 
strike, or 
made by a number of persons acting in 
concert is lawful, is an entirely different 
question. The conclusion to be drawn 
from-the case is that the combination of 
the defendants’ union, their members and 
the defendant, O’Leary, to strike and 
further to enforce the strike and, if pos- 
sible, to bring the employers to terms, 
was not unlawful, because grounded on 
just cause, or excuse, being of economic 
advancement to the labor unions,”

The wheat market was weak all day 
because of sales between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 bushels of May wheat by 4 
prominent operator. These liberal sales 
induced many of the pit traders to join 
in the selling movement. Most of the 
offerings were taken by commission 
houses and a large portion of the pur- 
chases being for northwestern houses, 
A report of acceptances of winter wheat 
from points in Llnnois on overnight rus 
was a bearish factor, but outside of that 
there was little in the news of the day 
to cause any decided weakness. Receipts 
of wheat at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
considerably iess than for the correspond- 
ing aay last year and total primary re- 
ceipts were over 20 per cent less than 4 
year ago. The market closed weak witf 
prices at the lowest point of the day. 
May opened a shade lower at 79c and 
sold off to 78%c, where it closed, Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 
6,300 ‘bushels. Primary receipts were 
702,000 bushels, compared with 945,00 
the corresponding day a year ago. Min- 
neapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 415 cars, against 557 last week 
and 702 a year ago. 

The corn market was weakened by dell- 
ing by cash ‘houses brought out by re- 
ports of an increased movement from 
Iowa, Illinois and Nebraska. The Mis- 
souri report, which made the total crop 
of the state 40,000,000 bushels in excess 
of the yield estimated by government ex- 
perts, was also a weakening influence.
